‘SYNOPSIS OF THE PLATFORM ADOPTED, 


The February Meeting Denounced—Cleve-

Syracuse, N. Y., May 31.—Soon after 11 
o’clock the. Buffalo Cleveland democrats, 
1,000 strong, and the Tillman Club’ of 
Jamestown, and others, formed im line, 
and, with brass bands and drums and fifes, 
paraded the streets. Hundreds of Syracuse 
people and country folks stood upon the

time, the state committee was in session at.

vention. The parading delegates finally 
reached Alhambra rink, a great hall, with 
a gallery along each side and another at 
the rear. Chairs for the various delegates 
were designated by cards. The narrow 
side windows and low skylights admitted 
little light, and at high noon even a sub- 
dued twilight prevailed. The only colors in 
the hall were draped over the speaker’s 
table, and a big flag was hung at the rear 
of the stage. 

As the noon hour approached, brightly 
attired women, for whom 200 places had 
been reserved on either side of the stage, 
came fluttering into their places, and the 
waving of feminine fans began.

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THE FLORIDA CONVENTION. 


It Will Hold Its Meeting 
Today. 


Tampa, Fla., May 31.—(Special.)—The 
state democratic convention meets tomor- 
row. 

The state executive committee, which 
chose Tampa for the convention, did so 
in the interest of Judge Mitchell, a Tampa 
man, and a leading candidate for the gov- 
ernorship. So the Mitchell men are happy. 

Mitchell’s boom for governor began over 
a year ago. He is in general the candidate 
most acceptable to the anti-Call faction 
of last year, although the factional lines 
do not divide strictly on the old senatorial 
issue. He is the favorite with the adminis- 
tration wing of the party and with the 
Florida Central and Peninsular railroad 
interest, their company having taken a 
hand in Florida politics nearly two years 
ago. Mitchell is judge of the sixth judi- 
cial circuit, having resigned from the su- 
preme bench to accept this appointment 
about two years ago. He will go into the 
convention with at least 10 delegates, 
the other 228 being divided between Dr. 
John L. Crawford, present  sccretary of 
state, Dr. BE. S. Crill, ex-state treasurer, 
Tion. Jeff B. Browne, president of — the 
senate, end Dr. John L. Gaskins, speaker 
of the house. The two-thirds rule has al- 
ways been followed in state democratic 
conventions here. If this is continued, 
Mitchell can never get the necessary 278 
votes. There will be a movement to adopt 
the majority rule, but it is not likely to be 
successful. When Mitchell is puiled down, 
if he is, the dark horse to succced him will 
probably be James FP. Taliaferro, state 
cumaittee chairman. The  wuomination, 
however, is most likely to go to Sevretary 
Crawford. 

Of the 416 delegates there are doubtless 
112 alliancemen. e alliance has not been 
making an active political canvass: If, 
however, the alliance delegates should hold 
a caucus tomorrow morning and agree to 
vote as a unit they would control the guber- 
natorial nomination, and many of the 
others. Their chief efforts, as at present indi- 
cated, will be to secure the nomination of 
O. B. Collins for state treasurer, and a 
candidate of their own choice for commis- 
sioner of agriculture. They will also make 
a strong fight for full representation on the 
committee on resolutions, and will try to 
get the “Ocala demands” incorporated in 
the platform. There are rumors that the 

itchell men are trading for votes by 
et not to pose their subtreasury 
plank, but the Gaskins men, it is said, are 
alread getting promises of many alliance 
votes for their candidate by offering to push 
the ftee coinage plank for all it is worth. 
Unless the alligmcemen get some adequate 
consideration in the platform many of the 
order will quit the democracy and join the 
people’s party.

The Murderer of Captain Forsyth  Ar- 
rested at Last. 


THE CRIMINAL FOLLY QDENTIFIED. | 


The Story of His Arrest and Deten- 
tion Is Told. 


LOWRY BELONGS TO A BAD FAMILY. 
Upon Whose Family Tree There Are Many 
Very Rotten Branches—The For- 
syth Tragedy. 


Macon, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—Rich 


/Herring, alias Rich Lowry, the hired as- 


sassin of Captain John C. Forsyth, has 
been identified and is now on his way 
from Richmond, Va., to Bibb county jail. 

So often has the report reached Macon 
that this noted criminal had been caught 
in one corner of the country or another 
that the authorities here were doubtful 
news was brought in this time. 
The Story of His Arrest. 

He was arrested at Suffolk, Va., the 
week before last and on Sunday afternoon 
Marshal Corbett, acting on the order of 
the attorney general, left for Virginia to 


identify the arrested suspect. 
The marshal was accompanied by Mr. 


Tom Curry, of Eastman, who knows the 
prisoner well, and this morning a telegram 
was received by The Constitution’s corres- 
pondent stating that Curry had identified 
his man and that the marshal and prison- 
er would leave Richmond, Va., this morn- 
ing. 

The description of the man is as fol- 
lows: Age about twenty-five, height about 
six feet, heavily. built shoulders, weighs 
about 175 pounds, color bright mulatto, 
reddish-white hair, sand-red and curly 
light mustache, eyes squinty and kept 
partially closed; wears No. 11 shoe, has 
large hands and high cheek bones. 

The Criminai’s Career. 

Rich Lowry belongs to a peculiar mixed 
race of people who have their principal 
habitat at a small town or village in 
North Carolina known as Scufiletow™ 
from the characteristic disorders of the 
population. «auwey are said to be a mixed 
race of white, Indian and negro blood, 
and are usually designated Scutfletonians. 
With the decline of the naval store or tur- 
pentine business in North Carolina many 
of these people drifted into the pine region 
of South Georgia and among them was 
Rich Lowry, alias Herring. Rich claims 
to be a nephew of the notorious North 
Carolina outlaw, Henry Berry Lowry. 

Scuffletown is in Roleson county, North 
Carolina, and is a typical.free pegro town, 
where every grade and type of the negro 
and mulatto can be seen. 

A large reward was offered for 
some time ago and his captors have now 
got a rich prize. 

The total amount offered is $1,750, @ 
which $750 is offered by the United states 

overnment and $1,000 is offered by Mr. 
yeorge E. Dodge, of New York. 
The Murder of Forsyth. 

The crime for which Lowry was arrested 
is well described by Mr. Marion Irwin in a 
pamphlet written by him shortly after the 
trial of Luther A. Hall, Wright Lancaster, 
John Lancaster, Louis Wright and Charley 
Clements. 

The first cm ei 5 were the conspir- 
ators who hir arle 
Lowry, on promise of $1,600, to murder 
Captain John C. Forsyth, who was a wit- 
ness against Luther A. Hall in thé Uni 
States court. Hall was leader in a scheme 
to forge titles to lands in Dodge and Tel- 
fair counties owned by Norman W. and 
George E. Dodge, of New York, and he had 
been ruled for contempt by the court, on 


which rule a trial was pending just at the 


time Captain Forsyth, who was manager 
for Mr. Dodge in his lumber interests, 


was shot. 

On the evening of October 7, 1890, 
about 4 oclock Clements and Lowry set 
out on their murderous mission to Norman- 
dale. Clemens was armed with a Win- 
chester rifle and Lowry carried a double- 
barrel breach-loading gun charged with 
buchshot. 

A cold, drizzling rain had set in and by 
the time they had neared Normandale the 
shades of night had fallen upon the land- 
scape and save as a cheering beain of light 
streamed out from the open window of the 
college there was nothing to relieve the 
durkness rendered more iutense by the low- 
ering clouds from which the ruin would fall 
in pattering drops.

Captain For- 
syth was in ning room at supper 
with his family, but almost immediately 
left the table and went into the library 
where he sea hi in an easy chair 
with his back to the window. 

Little did he ‘think that he had spoken 
for the last time to those he loved. 

The sash was down, the shutter open, 
and the next instant the Schuffletonian 
giared through the open window at his 
victim. The snake-like eyes of the savage 

lanced along the soca | barrel, his 

nger touched the trigger; a loud report, a 
crash of glass, a deep groan and the mur- 
der was done, and the murderer gone. 

Never was 8 more hideous and abomin- 
able murder done. Captain Fors had 
many friends all over Georgia. His body 
was interred on St. Simon’s island by the 
sea, and a widowed wife and haned 
children still weep the loss of a noble hus- 
band and father. | 

The morning of the murder the neigh- 
bors were out in force. Bloodhounds were 
put on the track which was plainly seen 
among the soft flower beds. The dogs 
went to fault at first, but the next day the 
trail was picked up again, and it led them 
by the house of Andrew J. Reneau, who 
opened fire on the posse, and was shot dead 
in return.

THE WIND OF DEATH. 


Over a Thousand People Killed by a 
Tornado, 


AND FOUR THOUSAND ARE INJURED, 


The Terrible Gale That Swept 
Down on Mauritius, 


THE STRANGE ROAR OF THE SEA 


Just Before the Waters Sweep Over the 
City Submerging the Highest Build-= 
ings—A Terrible Scene. _ 


Marseilles, May 31.—Mails which have 
just arrived from Mauritius confirm the 
statement that 1,200 persons were killed 
and 4,000 injured in the recent hurricane. 
The hurricane was preceded by a violent 
magnetic disturbance. The sea rose nine 
feet, tlie highest level since the cyclone of 
1818. 

Scarcely a house in the colony escaped 
damage. Many churches and pul@c build- 
ings were destroyed. The fine church of the 
Immaculate Conception*is in ruins. The 
cathedral, however, by @ strange chance, 
escaped. The dead include a large num- 
ber of leading inhabitants. Fearful sights 
were witnessed in the streets. One fac 
tory collapsed, killing 200 inmates. One- 
half of the sugar crop was destroyed. The 
planters’ losses are incalculable. A spc- 
cial relief loan of £60,000 will be obtained 
from the imperial government to be re 
paid in twenty-five years. 

During the whole summer the weather 
in Mauritius was universally hot. On 
April 27th, two days prior to the hurri- 
cane, the heat was dreacful. This, to- 
gether with tiie roar of the surf on the 
coral reefs, which was heard for miles 
inland, indicated that something unusual 
was about to happen. | 

The ‘Terribie Tornado. 


On Friday, the 29th, the day broke stormy, 
yet there was no thought of very serious 
results. Business men went to Port 
Louis, leaving their wives and families im 
the country. 

The observatory reported ¢hat the storm 
would be only of short duration. 

The first intimation of trouble was the 
non-arrival of trains and the catsing of 
telegraph wires. Suddenly at about noon 
there was heard a furious hissing and 
then the pent-up storm broke, rushing upon 
the town from the northwest. For ninety, 
minutes a terrible tornado raged, accompa- 
nied by a deluge of rain. ildings col- 
lapsed, roofs were blown off and trees up- 
rooted. The barometer fell one inch and 
then suddenly began to rise; the wind set- 
tled, the blue sky and sun appeared and 
many people went out, believing that all 
danger was passed. The more experienced, 
however, predicted that the worst was tc 
come. e sea had al surrot 
and madean island of the chief buil Z 

At 3 o’clock; without warning, the wind 
burst upon the town again in ten-fold vio- 
lence from directly opposite quarters. Its 
velocity was 120 miles an hour, and its fury 
was maintained for two hours. Each blast 
was worse than the former, filling the peo- 
ple with terror. 

The center of the storm was over 
Port Lewis. At 6 o’clock the weather was 
again calm, except for an occasional gust 
and the people were enabled to go out to see 
the work of destruction.

TRUE FINANCIAL RELIEF. 


It Will Come Through State Banks and Free 
Silver. 
From The Augusta Chronicle. 

The monopoly of banking by the govern- 
ment under the national bank act, which out- 
laws real estate as security and which forbids 
state banks from issuing currency by the 
imposition of a prohibitory tax of 10 per 
cent contracts the currency. There is no 
doubt that this law militates against the 
south and west. Its effect is to make money 
scarce and high in both sections. Under the 
national bank act, at least 30 per cent 
of the currency issued to national banks is 
not available. 

A repeal of the exclusive and objectiona- 
ble features of the national bank act would 
result in a system of state banks that would 
be reasonably safe and that would prove a 
great benefaction to the farmers and business 
men of the south. | 

Under properly regulated state banks 
money would be plentiful, the interest rate 
lower, and the profits to bankers and stock- 
hoiders would be greater than under the 
present banking system of the federal govern- 
ment. 

The consensus of public opinion among 
busiress men in Augusta will show: 

1. That they favor the repeal of the 10 per 
cent tax on the currency on state banks by 
the government, as provided for in the na- 
tional bank act. 

2. Our business men favor state banks, 
under proper regulations, to have the right 
to issue their own currency. 

They favor the free coinage of silver and 
gold and a currency convertible into either at 
the will of the holder. 

The free coinage of silver by the govern- 
ment and the right of state banks to issue 
their own Dills would afford the speediest and 
most certain relief to the south and west.

The Real Hxplanation Has Not Been 
Given—The Central’s Counsel 
W rites a Card. 


The deepest interest is taken by all con- 
cerned in railroads in this inspection trip 
which Samuel Spencer is making over the 
Richmond Terminal’s properties. 

Drexel, Morgan & Co. are approaching 
the work of reorganization in a manner 50 
different from that of their predecessors in 
the undertaking, that it demands attention. 
Their very first move is to send their finan- 
cial and railroad expert out over the sys- 
tems to examine their physical conditions, 
and to form a general idea of their earning 
capacities. The Olcott committee may 
have obtained official reports from the 
general managers and traffic managers and 
treasurers of the systems, but the public is. 
not aware of it. 

Mr. Spencer’s report will contain inter- 
esting reading, every one believes, and both 
the Danville and the East Tennessee offi- 
cinls are wondering if he “will have much 
to say about consolidation, To the officials 
and the minor employes, that is a question 
as interesting as the details of the plan of 
exchanging securities will be to the holders. 
All the employes are anxious to have the 
whole business settled and the uncertainty 
done away with. 

A prominent New York broker says that 
the Terminal’s outlook is better than for a 
long time. Drexel, Morgan & Co. have 
enough cash to underwrite any plan, and 
have the prestige to put through anything 
they undertake. It is conceded that the 
claims of the various security holders will 
be justly treated by the firm, who have 
never been identified with any of the Ter- 
minal factions. No successful opposition is 
looked for. “Richmond Terminal collateral 
fives will get their just dues, but, fairly so,

DENYING THE CHARGES. 


An Official Statement of Central Railroad 
Matters. 

On May 22d an article appeared in The 
New York Sun reviewing the Central rail- 
road’s case. To this article Judge A. P. 
Adams, a member of the Central’s coungel, 
has made the foll®ving reply: 

“Editor New York Sun—Sir: I beg space 
for the correction of certain erroneous state- 
ments which appear in your financial article 
of Sunday, sony 22d, with reference 
Central railroad litigation in Georgia. 
not true, as stated in said article, that the 
Central railroad property was placed in the 
hands of a receiver ‘simply because the plain- 
tiff alleged that the property was being mis- 
managed by the majority of stockholders;’ 
nor is it true that a new election of directors 
was ordered ‘on the ground that the board 
of directors consisted of persons who should 
not be entrusted with the management of the 
property ;’ nor is it true that the nine direct- 
ors who have been re-elected ‘had been pre- 
viously declared by the court incompetent to 
manage the property;’ nor is it true that these 
proceedings were ‘entirely ex parte;’ nor is 
there the slightest foundation in fact for the 
statement that they were taken ‘at the in- 
stance of a young attorney who is said to sus- 
tain close relations to the judge who took the 
property tnder his own jurisdiction.’ 

“The decision which placed the Georgia 
Central in the hands of the present receivers 
and which required a new election of di- 
rectors was delivered b Judge Pardee, the 
circuit judge, who presided with Judge Speer 
of the district court. This decision was pre- 
dicated upon the proposition that the control 
of the Georgia Central by the Terminal Com- 
pany, which likewise controlled other railroad 
systems competitive to the Georgia Central, 
was in violation of certain provisions of the 
constitution of our state which denounces as 
illegal and void all combinations and con- 
tracts Of this character whose design or ef- 
fect is to lessen competition and encourage 
monopoly. This decision was reached after 
full hearing and argument, in which counsel 
representing all the parties in interest par- 
ticipated. The Georgia Central, while leiAsed 
nominally to the Georgia Pacific Railroad 
Company. was at once turned over to the 
Richmond and Danville Railroad Company, 
who likewise controlled the Georgia Pacific. 
The same counsel, representing both the Geor- 
gia Pacific and the Danville companies, filed 
answers in behalf of their respective clients 
whereby they abandoned the lease, surrender- 
ed the property into the hands of the court, 
and claimed that the lease was not binding 
upon the lessee because it had not been sanc- 
tioned by the stockholders of the Georgia 
Pacific company. The decision of the court 
was not appealed from, but was acquiesced in 
by all parties. 

“Your article errs further in the statement 
that the lessee company was compelled ‘to 
surrender the inventory that it had made of 
the Georgia Central ag og OM This inven- 
tory was made not by the nville, but by 
the Central Railroad Company and by that 
company alone, and its oF a “ta was to ascer- 
tain the an age 4 left with the Central by the 
Danville when the latter repudiated the lease 
and abandoned possession. The inventory 
was taken by order of the Oentral’s president 
after the Danville company had declined to be 
represented and aid in its preparation, and it 
was made under the direction of the Central’s 
then superintendent, by its employes and for 
its use exclusively. Before the Central's 
president of directors knew that the inventory 

ad been prepared, without their knowledge 
or consent, and without any authority what- 
ever, the inventory was turned over to the 

Danville company 7 one of its former em- 
ployes, who was at that time in the service of 
the Central. The inventory, therefore, it will] 
be perceived, was entirely and exclusively the 
property of the Central company, and the Dan- 
ville company had no right whatever to its 
possession. It was only after repeated re- 
quests and efforts to obtain the paper were 
made in vain that the aid of the court was 
finally and as a last resort invoked. 

“Tt am sure that your article was written 
under a misapprehension of the facts, and 
that it will give you pleasure to. e this 
correction in justice to all goncerned. ‘

Diameter of a Thunderbolt. 
From The Scientific Magazine. 

“Did you ever see the diameter of @ light- 
ning flash measured?" asked a geologist. 
‘‘Well, here is the eage which once inclosed a 


flash of lightning, fitting. it exactly, 80 that | 


ou can t see how big it was. This is 
valied a 8 ceeded or ‘lightning hole,’ and the’ 
material it ts Made of is glass. I will tell you 
how it was manufactured, though it took only 
the fraction of a second to turn it out. When 
a bolt of lightning strikes a bed of sand it 
plunges downward into the sand for a dis- 
tance, less or greater, transforming simul- 
taneously into glass the silica in the material 
through which it passes, Thus, by its great 
heat, it forms at once a glass tube of precisely 
its own size, 

“Now and then such a tube, known ag a 
‘fulgurite,’ is found and dug up. Fulgurites 
have been followed into the sand by excava- 
tiong for nearly thirty feet. They vary in 
interior diameter from the size of a quill to 
three inches or more, according to the bore of 
the flash. But fulgurites are not alone pro- 
duced in sand, they are found also in solid 
rocks, though very naturally of slight depth, 
and frequently existing merely as a thin glassy 
coating on the surface. Such fulgurites occur 
in astonishing abundance on the summit of 
Little Ararat, in Armenia, The rock is soft 
and so porous that blocks a foot long can be 
obtained, perforated in all directions by little 
tubes, filled with bottle-green glass formed 
from the fused rock. 

‘‘There is a small_gpecimen in the National 
museum which has the appearance of having 
been bored by the toredo, the holes made by 
the worms subsequently filled with glass. I 
am indebted to The Washington Star for the 
foregoing accounts. I may add that Charlies 
Darwin mentions these fulgurites in his book

1. The fees of ordinaries as prescribed in 
section 3694 of the code are for services per- 
formed by the ordinary as probate judge and 
clerk, not for services which he performs in 
exercising his official functions touching coun- 
ty business.

The Doctor Catches Terrapins. 
Thomasville, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)— 
mammoth seine being sent through by ex- 
press attracted considerable attention at 
the depot yesterday. The reporter was not 
long in looking up the owner, who proved 
to Dr. A. Oemler. Dr. Oemler is now 


engaged in fishng for the Savannah mar- 


ket. He uses a seine 700 feet long. The 
doctor has been down to Lake Miccosukie 
for a week or two seining for terrapins. 
He has caught hundreds and hundreds 
of them. His method was to employ ne- 
groes to help him draw the seine when 
enough terrapins were secured, to hau] them 
by wagons to Metcalfe and ship them to 
Savannah. Two cars have already been 
sent and a third is now being loaded. In 
reply to the question as to whether he 
tried Lake Iamonia, the doctor replied that 
he was there yesterday, but the water was 
too low to manage a seine of such propor- 
tions. Besides terrapins, hundreds of fish 
and ’gaters were drawn out in the seine. 
The fish were given to darkies. Dr. Oem- 
ler is not the same fisherman who shipped 
the terrapins from Lake Iamonia about a 
year ago, but he sent that party here. r. 
Oemler left on No. 78 for Lowndes county, 
where he will seine the Ocean pond. He 
has two soas who are engiged in the salt 
water fisheries.

The arguments which The Chronicle is 
engaged in presenting are more Iinter- 
esting in New York than they are here, 
where discussion is somewhat further ad- 
vanced. They are devoted mainly to 
showing the bankers anti others that the 
national bank system, while it was per- 
feotly fitted to the emergency from which 
it sprung, fails largely to meet the require- 
ments of the present hour. If The Chron- 
icle can convince its readers that the 
pational bank system has had its day— 
and we do not see how they’ can resist 
the conclusions so admirably set forth— 
all the rest follows as a matter of course. 

We suppose that no reasonably thought- 
ful person entertains the belief that the 
people of this country will create a debt 
and pay interest on it merely for the pur- 
pose of maintaining a system which fails 
in many important particulars to meet 
the needs of the public. It is not the 
fault of the bankers that the system is 
unsatisfactory; it is the fault of the sys 
tem itself. In order to get a basis for 
circulation, the banks are compelled to 
take out of circulation nearly as large an 
amount of currency as that 
which they propose to issue. 
How does this help the people? 
To what extent does this process add to 
the volume of we currency? 

A favorite proposition of those who are 
disposed to cling to the national bank sys- 
tem, although they know that the days of 
its usefulness are over, is that the govern- 
ment shall issue 2 per cent bonds in 
ander to .givetthe banks a basis for their 
circulation. The Chronicle shows the 
absurdity of this by inquiring if it would 
not be better for the people, the banks 
and the government for the banks to hold 
the gold which they would pay for bonds 
and issue notes on the whole of it, the 
government paying them 2 per cent a 
year on their holdings? This inquiry 
strips the extra clothing from the whole 
matter, and shows clearly how clumsy, 
unjust and unnecessary the present sys- 
tem is. . 

The bankers themselves have long ago 
felt the clumsiness of the system, and 
they have given a practical shape to their 
objections. A great many banks have 
withdrawn all their notes from circula- 
tion, some have withdrawn a large part, 
and there is a tendency to retrench in 
this direction all along the line. We 
have sometimes been inclined to regard 
this movement on the part of national 
banks as the result of a desire to con- 
tract the currency in order to make mon- 
ey scarcer and dearer, but we are con- 
vinced that it is the inevitable result of a 
system which has been unable to adjust 
itself to the methods and requirements of 
modern business. 

In preparing the minds of its “‘conserv- 
ative’ readers for the inevitable, The 
Chronicle is doing a great work; and in 
advocating a plan which will educate the 
people to look to the states for their cur- 
rency, instead of the federal government, 
it carries the whole matter into the do- 
main of patriotism. 

The Wrong Man, 
- Sometimes the wrong man is the victim 
of justice, but such cases are rare, 

The story of Charles Giblin, of New 
York, shows that it is possible for an 
Innocent man to be utterly ruined by false 
testimony, and his escape from the gal- 
flows under the circumstances is little 
short of miraculous. 

Giblin is a well-educated young Irish- 
American, a bookkeeper by professton, 
but in 1888 he was out of work, and had 
mo employers to take an interest in his 
case. One night he went to a bakery, 
purchased 30 cents worth of bread and 
tendered his last $5 bill in payment. A 
stranger not connected with the shop 
snatched it from his hand, declared that 
It was @ counterfeit, and refused to re- 
turn it, Giblin threatened to appeal to 
thie police, when the man’s companions 
assaulted him. The robber drew a pistol 
and tried to shoot him, but the bullet 
mortally wounded another person. The 
police arrived and carried Giblin to 
prison, the man who had assaulted him 
charging him with murder. 

Out of a job, and out of money, Giblin 
could do nothing, The attorney appoint- 
ed by the court to defend him made a 
very weak effort, and the gang of wit- 
nesses swore that he fired the fatal shot 
without provocation, 

The young man wag convicted of mur- 
Ger, and was sentenced to be hanged, 
His young wife under great difficulties 
Investigated the case, and a World repor- 
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The governor promptly granted his re- 
quest, saying that the man should not be 
railroaded to the gallows when there were 
good grounds for believing him to be inno- 
cent. The western editor then went to 
New York and investigated the matter 
thoroughly. A commission of reference 
was appointed to retake the testimony in 
the case, and the proof developed the 
perjury of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, and the good character of the accus- 
ed, and the bad character of his assail- 
ants, The result was that the sentence 
was commuted to imprisonment for life 
pending further proceedings. 

Under the circumstances people will 
wonder why Giblin has not been released. 
The newspapers say that $500 will be 
necessary to employ counsel, and only 
about half of that amount has been 
raised. The strain of the past four years 
has wrecked the health of Mrs. Giblin, 
but the western editor, Mr. Warren Fos- 
ter, of The Hutchinson, Kan., Gazette, 
proposes to keep up the fight until he 
restores Giblin to his family, and doubt- 
less many persons who see the story in 
the newspapers will correspond with him, 
and aid him in his single-handed battle 
for justice. ; 

It is a sad case, and shows that the 
way of the innocent is sometimes harder 
than that of the transgressor in this wick- 
ed world,

The Movement of Capital. 

Just after the Baring panic the people 
scattered throughout the country sud- 
denly found that money was scarce, and 
they were told that it was “tight” in 
New York, London and Paris. Now, the 
information comes that money is “easy” 
in those centers, and people are wonder- 
ing what bas caused the change in the 
situation. : 

The truth is, capital is always moving 
either from or to the financial centers. 
Before the Baring panic we had a long 
period of great expansion. Boston and 
New York loaned money to every western 
farmer who wanted to mortgage a mud 
hole or a desert; Paris chucked her sav- 
ings into the Panama ditch, and London 
scattered her hoardings all over South 
America and other remote countries. This 
movement of capital outward from the 
money centers in the course of time made 
money tight in those places, and the 
deposits did not offset the checks drawn 
outside. Naturally, there followed a 
period of uneasiness and stringency. 
The capitalists went in for contraction; 
they stopped loaning and investing, and 
waited until interest and _ coliections 
accululated and gave them a large sup- 
ply of loanable funds again. 

This movement of capital will continue. 
After a period of congestion in the cen- 
ters we may look out for a period of 
expansion, and then, after loans, invest- 
ments and booms have run to an extreme, 
Wwe may expect to see another era of con- 
traction and depression. 

The “tight” and ‘easy” conditions of 
the money market are bound to alternate 
periodically, and in the long run the 
country will not be hurt. The injury is 
sustained by individuals whose foresight 
does not enable them to prepare for a 
period of contraction. 

The present outlook favors great busi- 
ness and industrial activity for some time 
to come, and as the abundance of easy 
money in our centers is unprecedented, 
it is quite possible that the wave of ex- 
pansion will also be unprecedented. 


The Negro atthe North. 

The Weekly Sentinel is the name of a 
paper printed and edited in Augusta by 
Rey. F, K. Love, a negro Baptist preach- 
er. The editor has recently visited the 
north as a delegate to the Baptist con- 
gress at Philadelphia. He also looked in 
on the Methodist general conference as 
a& spectator, and went as far north as 
Providence. 

The current issue of The Weekly Senti- 
nel contains a letter from the editor’s pen, 
and that portion of it which is devoted 
to his observations in regard to the con- 
dition of the colored man is extremely 
interesting. His candor is refreshing. He 
has a keen eye for contrasts, and he 
records what he sees in a style at once 
earnest and simple. One thing that im- 
presses him is the fact that the condition 
of the negroes of the north does not com- 
pare favorably with that of the negroes 
of the south. “While they are holding 
indignation meetings up here for us,’’ he 
remarks with dry humor, “we ought to 
be holding prayer meetings for them in 
the south.” . 

The matter could not be more yividly 
put before the reader than in the sentence 
which we have quoted, and it is fol- 
lowed by this: “From one standpoint, 
it seems to us that we had rather ride in 
what they call jim-crow cars and stay 
in the south where we can have a fair 
chance at the bread of life than to ride 
with the white folks in palace cars in the 
north, and be hungry and penniless.” 

Here is the whole situation aptly and 
forcibly put. At the north the question 
with the negroes is how they shall man- 
age to exist; at the south a few negro 
snobs imagine that they are oppressed 
because they cannot ride side by side 
with the white folks. At the north, the 
negroes are crowded out of every lucra- 
tive business and profession. At the 
south their opportunities ate bounded 
only by their abilities. Hvery trade and 
business, every avenue of breadwinning 
@ which they can possibly engage is open 
to them. It is no wonder that the con- 
trast attracted the attention of the intelli- 
gent negro whose words we have quoted. 

Among other things, the editor of The 
Weekly Sentinel observes that the north 
has lost interest in the negroes. “The 
negroes have been very largely the polit- 
ical cat’s-paw, and since the pindars have 
nearly all been pull@i out of the fire,

The edi- 
tor of The Weekly Sentinel sums up his 
observations thus: 

There is prejudice in the north -he 
negro that is just as potent as it is in the 
syuth. The only difference is that it is shown 
in another way. So far es we know not @ 
negro delegate is stopving with a white fam- 
fly, nor is it any more desired by them than 
it would be by any white family in the south. 

"lis true we are attending white churches, 
bunt that we can do in the south. And we 
have found by actual observation that the 
white man north raises as serious objection 
to sitting by a negro in church that the 
white man south does, tbe only difference 
being he will not say 480, but 
will leave the seat on which a negro sits even 
if he has to take one far more inconvenient. 
We have bad several to get up from our 
side and crowd in among white people even 
where there was not room for them. Hence 
our observation proves that the negroes are 
not only becoming more offensive but that they 
are becoming offensive to more people—yea, to 
everybody. God only knows what will become 
of us and where this thing will end. 

The note of hopelessness apparent at 
the close of the foregoing is altogether 
out of place, for the editor himself sug- 
gests the remedy that will dispose of all 
the real and imaginary troubles of the 
negroes. “There seems to be a growing 
necessity,” he says, “that the negroes 
make friends of the people among whom 
they live.” The necessity, indeed, is not 
growing; it was full grown the moment 
the negroes received their freedom. The 
incentive toward this friendliness is some- 
thing higher and more important than 
the mere pressure of necessity. An en- 
forced friendliness is not worth much. 
But every suggestion and impulse of their 
new citizenship, every result of their envi- 
ronment, every circumstance that is the 
outgrowth of the situation, ought to lead 
the negroes to stand with their white 
neighbors and friends on all questions 
affecting their common security and con- 
tent. 

We are surprised that the intelligent 
negroes do not take up this simple rem- 
edy and dispose of what is called the 
negro problem. It is a remedy that will 
effectually wipe out the color line and the 
race question so far as they affect the 
political relations of the two racea, 


Free Rurai Mail Delivery. 

If congress fails to extend free mail 
delivery to the country districts it will 
have to face a nation of disappointed 
petitioners, 

Free rural delivery is asked for by the 
grangers, the alliance, the patrons of 
husbandry and thousands of people out 
side of these organizations. 

We have in this country 4,750,000 farms 
and their owners and tenants claim that 
in the matter of mail delivery they should 
be placed on the same footing as the peo- 
ple of the cities and towns, They pay the 
same rates of postage t other people 
pay, and they want the same facilities. 
It is not just to deliver mail to people 
in cities living only a few steps 
from the postoffice, and deny the same 
facilities to people out in the country who 
really need them. 

The cost has ‘nothing to do with the 
question. When appropriations are made 
for other departments of the government, 
nobody asks if it will pay. Why should 
the question be raised in the mail service? 
But, as a matter of fact, it will pay in 
a short time on account of the increased 
business. 

Free rural mail delivery is provided for 
in England, Germany, France, China, 
Japan and India. This country is be 
hind the times in this respect. We are 
doing everything for the cities and towns 
and nothing for the country. 

Careful estimates show that the propos- 
ed extension will not cost a very large 
sum, and all agree that the increased 
receipts would soon reimburse the govern- 
ment. Then, it should be considered that 
this convenience would diffuse education 
and intelligence throughout the country, 
bring the farmers in touch with the world, 
make the country districts more desirable 
residence localities, and in various ways 
tend to the development of the farming 
regions. More than one-third of our peo- 
ple are engaged in farming, and yet very 
little has been done by the government to 
improve their mail service since the foun- 
daticn of the republie, while benefits con- 
tinue to be heaped upon the cities and 
towns, 

Let our country readers agitate this re- 
form and besiege their congressmen until 
they carry their point, They can do it by 
united action and persistent effort.

Wonderful Feats with a Shotgun. 


Lewisburg Letter to The Philadelphia Press. 

There is a gentleman residing in this place 
who, by virtue of his achievements as a marks- 
man, deserves to be ranked with the leading 
shots of the world. In fact, he stands ready 
to back himself for from $500 to $5,000 against 
all comers with the shotgun. 

He is not a professional shot; has never 
posed as such. He is a wealthy and prosperous 
lumberman who resides in a beautiful home 
here with hig wife, son and daughter, is uni- 
versally regarded with the highest esteem by 
friends and neighbors, and his name is Mr. 
Coleman K. Sober. He is at the head of one 
of the largest lumbering concerns in the state, 
and has under his direct control and super- 
vision over forty-five thousand acres of timber 
land and 400 men. Mr. Sober inherits his 
wonderful ability as a marksman; for his 
mother—one of that hardy type of Pennsyl- 
vania matrons who raised their children upon 
what, even half a century ago, might be called 
the frontier line of the Keystone State—was 
expert with the shotgun. 

The following record of the number of ruffed 
grouse killed by this gentleman during the 
past eight years will suffice to show the reader 
who is familiar with the great difficulties of 
this kind of hunting the astonishing expert- 
ness which Mr. Sober has attained in handling 
a shotgun in the brush; 

In 1884 shot 95, in 1885 shot 87, in 1886 shot 
108, in 1887 shot 40, in 1888 shot 87, in 1889 
shot 117; to December 21, 1891, shot 103. A 
total of 814 birds, or an average of over one 
hundred and one each season. Mr. Sober 
says that most of these birds were killed on 
his own lands during his tramps through the 
forests on business. in the fall of 1890 he 
made a straight run of thirty-two kills on 
ruffed grouse and in the last fifty he killed 
that year, he shot at but fifty-five. During 
the egrly part of December of last year the 
writer saw Mr. Sober kill thirty-five grouse 
out of thirty-eight he shot at. 

By all odds the most remarkable exhibi- 
tions of Mr. Sober’s skill with the shotgun are 
in trick shooting, or what he terms “rough 
and tumble shooting.’’ In such exhibitions he 
handicaps himself in the most unusual and re- 
markahle manner; shooting with his gun in dll 
sorts of positions at inanimate targets such as 
King birds, glass balls, clay pigeons or even 
live pigeons sprung from a trap. In these 
unique methods of shooting his scores are 
fully equal and in fact superior in many in- 
stances to those made by many of the profes- 
sional trap shooters who fire from the shoulder 
and who have no ‘obstructions on their guns. 
Mr. Sober performs over one hundred feats 
with the double-barre shotgun and he claims 
that he can perform more unique feats with 
this arm than any other living man, and those 
who have witne his marvelous marks- 
panelp do not dofibt in the least his asger-

A Battle with Catamounts.

Two noted hunters of this place, John Chil- 
cote and Isaac Swope, met with an exciting 
adventure yesterday.

A special meeting of the police board was 
held last night. Messrs, English, Laird, 
Grambling and Spalding were present. 

The special purpose of the meeting was to 
investigate the charges made against Officer 
: . G. Waits of improper conduct while on 

uty. 

Officer Waits, who has been on the police 
force for six years, and has always dis 
charged his duties faithfully, was charged 
with having kissed a young woman while 
on duty. 

The full details of that alleged kissing 
were laid before the commissioners last 
night, 

The general facts upon which the charge 
was based was that‘on May 9th, last, while 
on duty, Officer Waits visited the home of 
Mrs. Allen, on Decatur street, and sat on 
the porch for a few minutes and kissed the 
daughter of Mrs. Allen. 

To:thig charge QOtlicer Waits entered a 
strong denial, and he was sustained by the 
young woman whom he was said to baye 
kissed. 

The first witness introduced was Mrs. 
Allen. She said that on the night of May 
0th Waits came to her home about 11 
o’clock at night and sat on the porch talk- 
ing with her daughter for some minutes. 
She saw the officer kiss her daughter sev- 
eral times and ran him away. 

The two sons of Mrs, Allen swore that 
Waits was there on the night of May 9th, 
but they saw nothing of the alleged kissing. 
The father of the girl swore that he was 
in bed at the time, but heard his wife talk- 
ing sharply to Waits. 

SS ‘Mary Allen, the girl whom Waits 
was charged with having kissed, indig- 
nantly denied her mother’s statement, and 
said her mother was altogether too strict 
with her. She said Officer Waite stood at 
the gate and talked with her for just a 
moment about selling her a ticket to the 
policemen’s picnic. 

Officer Waits made a statement coinciding 
with that made by Miss Allen, denying the 
charges in toto.

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The Peachtree Electric Railroad Com- 
pany Closes & Big Deal 


WHICH SHOWS THEY MEAN BUSINESS. 


The Piedmont Avenue People Will Make 
an Effort to Get the Street Paved 
_ to the Park. 


A heavy transaction just closed in real 
estate one mile this side of Buckhead makes 
the Peachtree electric railway appear a cer- 
tainty. 

The property bought by the Peachtree 
Electric Railway Company includes 150 
acres, for which they paid $200 an acre, 
making the amount of the transaction $30,- 
000. The trade is closed and will soon be 


a matter of record. 

Mr. B. L. McIntosh, vice president of the 
Peachtree Electric Railway Company, was 
seen yeste and asked about the sale. 
He confirm the report and when the 
Peachtree electric railway was mentioned, 
he said with emphasis: 

“The building of the road is a foregone 
conclusion. You can put that down, and 
you can put it down that the road will go 
to Buckhead, by what route we cannot say. 
That is not fully determined. There are 
three toutes by which we can go and reach 
our own property. One is by the old 8 as na 
road to Roswell, one by the Plasters’ Bridge 
road and another by the Peachtree road. 
We will offer land for sale and guarantee 
the construction of the road.” 

“Will you begin work soon?” 

“TIT can answer that by saying that we 
have got to begin soon. Our time is limit@d, 
but you will find us at the task. We ex- 
pect to push the work rapidly to comple 
tion.” 

The Paving of Piedmont Avenue. 

The property owners on Piedmont avenue 
are anxious to see the paving on that street 
completed to Piedmont park, and they will 
inmake an effort to get the county commis- 
sioners to consider the matter. The city 
has paved the street with belgian block to 
the corporate limits on Sixth street, and 
there is only about half a mile more to 
carry it to the park. : 

Piedmont avenue is rapidly becoming one 
of the most popular drives in the city and 
when the paving is completed to Wilson 
avenue it will be the principal thorough- 
fare to Piedmont park. it has built up rap- 
idly within the past year and now has some 
of the handsomest residences in the city.
